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NO MORE HUNTING TODAY 
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HUNT MEETING MANAGEMENT 





Except for racing and a handful of horse shows most competitive 
horse events in this country are under amateur management. The 
people who make up the committees are usually knowledgeable 
horsemen with executive and business ability. But they vary widely 
in experience in managing events of this kind. Moreover there is 
considerable turnover in personnel; those who have spent a few 
years acquiring experience are prone to feel that they have had these 
jobs long enough and that they should be passed on to another gen- 
eration. 

In order to make its experience available to hunt race meeting 
committees, the United Hunts, through its President Amory L. Has- 
kell, has just announced the forthcoming publication of a manual on 
the management of such meetings. Co-authors are Russell Arundel, 
under whose leadership the Virginia Gold Cup meeting has been built 
up to its present eminence, and Chris Wood Jr., Field Director of 
United Hunts. Last Saturday we waylaid the latter between races at 
the Deep Run meeting and were priviledged to get an advance look 
at the manuscript. 

The manual outlines the procedure for selecting a race committee 
and its officers together with twelve sub-committees. The titles of the 
latter indicate its broad scope—grounds, course, stabling, landowners, 
entertainment, trophies, finance, racing, publicity, program, traffic, 
and subscribers. Since most management is non-professional] and the 
amount of time which any one person can devote is necessarily limit- 
ed, this division of the work among many people is consequently es- 
sential. By so doing the committee can also enlist the active interest 


of a great many people who otherwise would furnish only mild sup- 


port. 
The outline of the work of the various sub-committees sets forth 


in detail the steps essential to the success of a hunt meeting—many of 
which are so often omitted either because of ignorance or forgetfull- 
ness. Of particular interest are the suggestions for publicity com- 
mittees. The editors and program directors of newspapers, radio 
and television stations can and will contribute enormously to the 
success of a hunt meeting, but only if their interest is aroused and if 
they are given material which they can use without extra work. The 
proper techniques and a few hints on helping reporters are usefully 


set forth. 
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Equally important are the sug- 
gestions for lengthening the sub- 
scribers list which is the financial 
backbone of any meeting. As the 
list of the Virginia Gold Cup 
meeting is the longest in the coun- 
try, these suggestions are parti- 
cularly worth while. The differ- 
ent approaches, depending on 
whether the proceeds go to the 
Hunt or to local charities, are also 
considered. 

3esides the United Hunts man- 
ual there is an introductory sec- 
tion of four pages in the Ameri- 
can Horse Shows Association 
Rule Book entitled “‘The Opera- 
tion of a Horse Show” which is 
helpful although not spelled out 
in detail. Both these sources can 
be read to advantage by commit- 
tee members planning other horse 
events — point-to-points, hunter 
trials, pony club rallies, gymk- 
hanas, hunter pace and 3 day 
events, polo matches, trail rides 
and the rest. Specialised manu- 
als along United Hunts lines on 
such events would be best of all. 
But in any case our management 
committees should make sure that 
they take full advantage of all 
the past experience there is and 
should formulate their campaigns 
accordingly.

Insurance Wanted 


Dear Sir 

Ben Hardaway and I are in the pro- 
cess of establishing a riding stable, with 
classes for children, and for pleasure 
riding for the ladies. Some of the better 
riders are asked to join two weekly 
hunts. We are in the process of incor- 
porating under the name of Midland 
Foxhounds Stables. 

One of our major obstacles at this time 
is the obtaining of liability insurance for 
protection againt the injury of one of 
the riders in the classes or on the hunts. 
What little investigating we have been 
able to do discloses the rate of insurance 
to be quite high, and increases our year- 
ly budget about to the breaking point. 
We, ourselves, are not active in the 
teaching of the classes, but are active

Small craft warnings were hung out 
in Prince Georges County, Maryland, be- 
fore dawn on April 7; it was predicted 
that high seas would be running by the 
time of the John B. Campbell Memorial. 

As the first fingers of gray morn- 
ing touched the rusty bosom of Larry’s 
Lagon (or MacPhail Lake) in the center 
field it was revealed that the water level 
had reached a peak point for the meet- 
ing. Amateur ornithologists observed 
that a duck which was quick with the 
pull-up on his landing gear could slant 
in without spraining his ankles. 

Abnormal tides also were reported on 
the racing strip. 

Between races, surf-board riders re- 
galed the crowd with daring performan- 
ces over the oval canal. Whereas Gulf- 
stream Park’s aquatic entertainers 
wear water skies and are pulled by 
motor boats, Bowie’s teetered on huge 
cellar doors, dragged by tractors. They 
appeared to be trying to squeeze the 
juice out of the track. But it was no go; 
there was too much juice. 

In spite of the abominable weather, the 
crowd was large, the betting reasonably 
good, the track was remarkably fast and 
four favorites won — and there was a 
matter of history repeating. 

In 1492, Queen Isabella sent a sailor 
out into uncharted seas; he returned 
after a long while with reports and 
promises. 

In 1956, Isabel (Dodge Sloane, who 
is something of a queen herself) sent a 
Sailor out into what looked like an un- 
charted sea and he brought back some- 
thing better than either reports or pro- 
mises—he had the money. 

That’s about the story of the third 
running of the John B. Campbell Me- 
morial. 

Joe Jones (no relation to Davy) un- 
covered a pretty fair bit of treasure 
($20,000) for finishing second and Fisher- 
man, with a strong late cast, hooked 
third money. 

Jet Action was fourth. 

The winner was the favorite and paid 
even money. 

Sailor (under a diet of Hartack, lately) 
got off well and raced to the first turn 
about even with Jet Action and Find. 
Going around the bend, Jet Action was 
in close and was squeezed back. 

Down the backstretch, Sailor pulled 
away from Find and splashed into the 
far corner three lengths to the good.

Joe Jones, which had taken over third 
place when Jet Action went in behind 
horses, moved up another notch and 
passed Find. 

Swinging into the long home lane, it 
was Sailor by two over Joe Jones, with 
Jet Action five lengths farther back and 
1 1-2 before Fisherman. 


Sailor stretched it out coming to the 
wire and won by four lengths. He bob- 
bled at the sixteenth pole but his mis- 
step didn’t help the opposition. 

Fisherman closed well to displace Jet 
Action, but couldn’t threaten Joe Jones. 

Sailor, owned and bred by Brookmeade 
Stable (Mrs. Sloane), earned $74,750 to 
bring his 1956 total to $178,050. 

He won the Gulfstream Park Handicap 
— also a hundred grander, was third in 
the Widener and fourth in the Santa 
Anita Maturity. 

Last year he earned $138,175, with 8 
wins and 2 seconds in 12 tries. With the 
Toboggan, Roamer and Fall Highweight 
Handicaps and Pimlico Special in his 
trophy case, he looked about as good as 
anything around at the end of 1955. 

And that’s the way he looks right now. 

Preston Burch is the Hrookmeade 
trainer. 

Sailor is by Eight Thirty, from Flota, 
by Jack High. 


Jamaica 
Legal gambling returned to New York 
with the opening of Jamaica, on April 
2. The law allows the tracks to open on 
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April 1, but makes ‘em stay closed on 
Sundays, so the eager patrons had an 
extra 24 hours for handicapping before 
going into action. 

With the advantage of this extended 
period of research the betting public 
made its heaviest plunges on War Com- 
mand in the sixth race and Head Man 
in the featured Experimental Handicap. 
Both conclusions were correct. 

The other six favorites blew, but the 
success of the super selections suggests 
that all a serious horse-player needs is 
more time. 

The Experimental always is interest- 
ing, because it gives some idea of how 
close Jimmy Kilroe guessed when he 
made up his figures on last year’s two- 
year-olds. 

He seems to have tabbed them rather 
well on the basis of this race. His three 
best got the three main money positions. 

Head Man and Polly’s Jet, with 119 
each, took first and third places, respec- 
tively, and Nail, under 125, was second, 
a neck back of the winner and 1% 
lengths before the show horse. 

Polly’s Jet, exhibiting his usual blaz- 
ing speed, clipped off the first four (of

As the blaze sput- 
tered a bit, Nail did catch him, and a 
couple of seconds later Head Man whiz- 
zed past and collared Nail. 

Head Man, bred and owned by C. V. 
Whitney, was making his second start of 
the season and racking up his second 
win. 

The $14,200 he took down for winning 
the Experimental, puts him at $16,800 
for 1956. He earned $35,000 in 1955. He 
won only 1 race but that was the San- 
ford and in it he beat Prince John, des- 
tined winner of The Garden State. 

Eight Thirty is the sire of Head Man, 
and Snowfall (by *Mahmoud) is his dam. 

Sylvester Veitch trains the gray colt. 

Eddie Arcaro was up for the Experi- 
mental. 


The Paumonok Handicap has been the 
traditional opening-day feature at Jamai- 
ca for many years, but this time the 
management staged it on the first Sat- 
urday (April 7) — probably to keep from 
getting into a rut 

The four-year-old Nance’s Lad was 
high-weighted under 125 pounds and al- 
so made the favorite. He lived up to 
prediction and gained a _ three-quarter- 
length victory over War Command. Im- 
passe was third and Gandharva, fourth 

Nance’s Lad, listed in the New York 
programs as the property of Hilton Dab- 
son, (his trainer and breeder as well), 
raced once and won once at Gulfstream 
in March, so he has a 100 per cent record 
for 1956. His earnings from the two races 
add up to $17,850; $15,450 of the amount 
came from the Paumonok

The stellar feature on the afternoon 
of April 7 at Gulfstream was the Biscayne 
Bay Purse. In this race, Count Chic 
showed some pretty fair runners that 
they have him to contend with if they 
expect to go to Churchill Downs. 

Count Chie (Count Speed—Chicella, by 
Chicuelo) won the 17;-mile test in 1:43%, 
beating Lead Scout by half a length. 
Rex Ellsworth’s Terrang was third a 
head behind the place horse. Like Magic 
(also Ellsworth’s property) was fourth. 

Dino Lozzi, Seattle restaurant man, 
owns Count Chic. L. A. Dawson trains 
him. 

Count Chic won the San Miguel at 
Santa Anita on January 18, for his only 
other 1956 win in 9 tries. He has been 
second twice and third twice. 

The winner’s share of the Biscayne 
Bay was $14,100, and that gives Count 
Chie a season’s total of $59,925. 

Steve Brooks rode the brown colt in 
the Gulfstream feature. 


Duc de Fer sprung a minor surprise 
when he registered a front-running win 


in the Hollywood Handicap, secondary 
attraction on April 7. He paid off at 
$15.20. 


He led all the way and beat Skipper 
Bill by three lengths. Prince Noor was 
third and Tremor, fourth.

Mrs. John M. Burke’s Ricacho Relishes Sloppy 
Turf To Win 24th Running of Deep Run Hunt Cup

Having enjoyed favorable weather 
since transfering their racing activities 
from Curles Neck to the Strawberry Hill 
course outside of Richmond, just 9 years 
ago, the Deep Run Hunt Race Associa- 
tion finally was caught by the law of 
averages. The morning of Saturday, 
April 7, bloomed warm and sunny, caus- 
ing many to leave the more durable hunt 
racing clothes at home. Timed to upset 
all plans, the rain and wind came just 
in time for the first of 5 well-matched 
races and continued throughout the pro- 
gram. Only the foolish or hardy wit- 
nessed the excellent racing and saw 
Mrs. John M. Burke’s Ricacho annex 
the 24th running of the Deep Run Hunt 
Cup. 

Taking the lead at the start and relish- 
ing the sloppy turf, the point-to-point 
winner led his field over the 3 miles 
and 18 timber fences to easily turn back 
Capt. J. L. B. Bentley’s Gillian by 18 
lengths. Separated by the same margin, 
D. W. Patterson’s Tamer finished third. 
George Strawbridge’s Aqua Boy, the 
only other starter to finish, gained 4th 
money, 4 lengths behind Tamer. 

The first of 3 mishaps came off at the 
Ist fence, where Edwin J. Gould’s Ums 
hit hard sending amateur rider B. H. 
“Laddie” Murray up on his neck and off 
on the sodden turf. Not favoring the 
deep going, Mrs. Charles C. Jelke’s Big 
Breeze hit the 7th obstacle hard, dislodg- 
ing the owner’s amateur rider husband. 
Displaying his stout closing ability un- 


der John Cotter, Mrs. Russell M. Arun 
del’s Repose was closing well in 3rd 


position when he got in too close to the 
16th fence on an upgrade and popped 
his rider off as he cleared the obstacle. 
None of the riders were injured. 

Ably handled by A. P. “Paddy” Smith- 
wick, Ricacho was registering his first 
victory over obstacles in a_ santioned 
race, having finished 2nd to Mrs. George 
P. Greenhalgh, Jr.’s Dancing Beacon in 
the recent Carolina Cup at Camden, S. 
C. The winner’s time for the gruelling 
trip was 8:4225, the slowest ever regis- 
tered for a running of the Deep Run 
Hunt Cup. 

Racing over hurdles, or small brush 
obstacles of privet, Alvin Untermyer’s 
3-year-old Gallic Chief made his first 
start a winning one to turn back the 
same owner’s Montana by 2 lengths in 


the Richmond Plate. Taking the lead 
from Mrs. T. A. Randolph’s *Hunsker 
after the 2nd hurdle, James Walker 


moved Gallic Chief to the front and held 
his position safe for the balance of the 
1’. mile trip over 8 hurdles. F. D. “Doo- 
ley” Adams, tried hard with Montana, 
but it was just not his day. William H. 
Frantz’s Amy Robsart, winner of her 
only two starts this year, finished 3rd, 
7 lengths behind Montana. Only 5 start- 
ers contested the race which was run in 
2:4236. 

_ Although unable to account for the 
featured hurdle event, F. D. “Dooley” 
Adams started the day off by winning 
the Broad Rock on Frank Frankel’s 
*Fairshot in a convincing fashion. Wrest- 
ing the lead from Mrs. M. G. Walsh’s 
Resist and Mrs. Simon T. Patterson’s No 
Springs after the 2nd hurdle, Adams 
and the 3-year-old import held sway for 


the balance of the 114 mile journey over 
8 hurdies. Threatened by Grover Ste- 
phens on James N. Andrews’ Last Look 
over the final obstacle, Adams called 
upon his mount and they moved away to 
win by 6 lengths. Last Look held the 
place award safe, 114 lengths to the good 
of No Springs, under the apprentice rid- 
er, J. Aitcheson. Making his first start 
of the season, George L. Ohrstrom, Jr.’s 
‘Irish Well came from last in the field 
of 7 to finish 4th. The winner registered 
2:39%5 for the route. 


A field of 7 went postward for the 
Strawberry Hill, a 6 furlong turf test. 
At the conclusion of the sprint over deep 
going, Mrs. M. G. Walsh’s Big Profit 
emerged from the maiden ranks in a 
most convincing manner. Permitting 
Capt. J. L. B. Bentley’s Drivers Permit 
and Llangollen’s Emergency to set the 
early pace, Mrs. Walsh’s 3-year-old made 
his move in the final furlong to outrun 
J. N. Andrews, Jr.’s Panned and won by 
2'\. lengths under Tommy Walsh’s hand- 
ling. Panned was 1% lengths in front of 
Drivers Permit, who was tiring after a 
game effort under Kenneth Field. A good 
looking bay colt by Prophets Thumb— 
Insamer, Big Profit was timed in 1:22. 

Only 4 starters accepted the call to 
post in the Malvern Hill, a 1% mile turf 
race which closed a very wet day of rac- 
ing. A slight delay in the start was caus- 
ed when the outriders took the field to 
the far left end of the course, while 
starter H. W. “Brud” Plumb awaited with 
his assistants on the far side, opposite 
the grandstands. Eventually the field 
was led to the starter and they were soon 
under way. 

Permitting F. D. Adams and the Maine 
Chance Farm’s Queen’s Guard to lead 
for most of the journey, “Paddy” Smith- 
wick plied the leather to Mrs. H. T. Me- 
Knight’s *Narcissus 2nd in the stretch 
run and the pair went on to win by %4’s 
of*a length. Queen’s Guard held the 
place award safe, 4 lengths to the good 
of the Bellevue Farm’s Ares, with Llan- 
gollen Farm’s Get Lost finishing 4th and 
last. The latter was ridden by Kent Mil-

Second 
in that race was Hoosier’s Son, owned 
and ridden by J. D. Gordon. Third was 
Sugar Hill, owned and ridden by L. M 
Prince 

The heavyweight race was the most 
thrilling contest of the day, Tilson com- 
ing from second to win by a nose. 

In the Kentucky Cup Race, and a race 
for horses other than thoroughbreds, Til- 
son had a clear advantage, winning by 
2 lengths 

In the other-than-thoroughbred race, 
Tilson rode his wife’s Red Wing to vic- 
tory. Second was Donegal, owned by John 
Clippinger and ridden by Rankin. Third 
was Moranci, owned and ridden by Judge 
Roscoe Dalton of Louisville.

Horse Breeders Hold 


Conference at Rutgers 

On March 6th, the Thoroughbred Horse 
Breeders’ Association of New Jersey and 
the New Jersey Agricultural Experiment 
Station held a Horse Breeder’s Confer- 
ence at Rutgers University at New Bruns- 
wick 

The morning session was devoted to a 
series of talks on the Horse Pasture Re- 
search Program being conducted by the 
Farm Crops Department of the Univer- 
sitv’s Agricultural Experiment Station. 
This program, carried out to assist the 
state’s recently expanded horse breed- 
ing industry, is the first program of its 








kind for horses to be developed in this 
country. It includes an elaborate series 
of tests of the various possible grasses 
and legumes deemed appropriate for 
equine grazing, including an analysis of 
each to determine whether it is early, 
medium or late maturing; the propor- 
tion of protein, fiber, etc. in each variety 
at various stages of growth and the pro- 
pertion of soil chemicals which each re- 
quires with its relationship to the amount 
of nutrition the horse can obtain from 
the plant. In addition tests are being 
made to decide the best plantings of 
various combinations of grasses and le- 
gumes for different types of soil, how the 
seed is best planted and fertilized and 
at what stages of growth mowing should 
be carried out and at what height above 
the ground. Palatability of the various 
plants at different stages of maturity is 
another important item being placed 
under scrutiny. 

When alli this information has been 
correlated it is anticipated that a much 
more intelligent pasture program can 
be undertaken by horse breeders than 
has heretofore been possible. 

The afternoon session was devoted to 
talks by veterinarians and other spe- 
cialists on a number of topics related to 
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care and management of breeding stock. 
The most interesting feature concerned 
the present and proposed work of the 
newly created Department of Animal 
Pathology, the Equine Department which 
is under the supervision of the South 
African Specialist, Dr. V. R. Kaschula 
Twenty-four anonymous Thoroughbred 
foals of 1956, located on a number of 
different breeding farms and alloted 
three to eight veterinarians, will be given 
frequent, periodic examinations from 
birth through maturity and possible rac- 
ing experience and complete data main- 
tained on every phase of development in- 
cluding bone texture and growth. Re- 
cords on the sire and dam will also be 
kept as well as complete data on feeding 
programs and farm management prac- 
tices on each farm. 


During recent months progress has 
been made in the isolation of equine in- 
fluenza, the commonest virus disease in 
horses. The Experiment Station hopes 
shortly to develop a vaccine with which 
horses can be inoculated against the dis- 
ease which has such great debilitating 
effects. Fortunately, Dr. Kaschula re- 
ported, laboratory mice have proven to 
be receptive to the virus and for research 
purposes serve as hosts. 


A serum which will provide protection 
against botulism is also promised the 
horse industry as a result of research at 
Rutger. Under certain conditions, hay 
which appears to be dry and clean har- 
bers an organism, which when ingested 
by the horse, produces an often fatal 
toxin. A poisoning rather than a disease, 
botulism damages a nerve tissue, which 
unless a neutralizing agent is administer- 
ed promptly, destroys the nervous sys- 
tem.

The Essex Fox Hounds Point-to-Point 
Races were held on March 3lst, having 
been postponed one week owing to an 
unscheduled and very severe snowstorm. 
The course was laid out over the adjoin- 
ing farms of Mr. Maury Jones, Mr. Harold 
Tappin and Mr. John Kean. The day was 
clear and cold, but because of the very 
deep going the course was shortened to 
3% miles. 

Children’s Races 

Due to the large entry it was necessary 
to split the Whitemarsh Plate, a race for 
children under seventeen, into two divi- 
sions. The first section for riders under 
fourteen got away to a good start with 
the field well bunched through the four- 
th fence where owner-rider Anne Alex- 
andre’s Flicka took over the lead. At the 
seventh fence Flicka bobbled badly and 
Carol Hofmann riding her Foggy Morn 
ranged up along side, the two running 
head and head until the sharp turn into 
Keans where Foggy Morn over-ran.

The second division, for children over 
fourteen, saw Little Oscar ridden by his 
owner, Lane Billings, assume an early 
lead which he held through three-quar- 
ters of the race. The balance of the field 
of five horses was well bunched. At the 
aforementioned turn into Kean’s, Little 
Osear, closely followed by Mrs. F. R. 
White’s Jack Spraggon, Cynthia Vander- 
mark up, also over-ran. Owner - rider 
Brooke Hollister’s April Jane assumed 
the lead, which she held over the last 
fence, after making the sharp corner. 
Using her thinking-cap Cynthia Vander- 
mark cut through rough country to save 
ground she had lost and came on to win 
in the best finish of the day. 


Ladies Race 

The Ladies Race was marked by a 
calamity at the first fence when the lead- 
ers, Mrs. F. R. White’s Army Power and 
Mrs. Huntington Harrison’s Battle, both 
ridden by their owners, refused, causing 
Mrs. H. N. Slater, Jr.’s Effective, Mrs.

his owner, with Mrs. H. N. Slater, Jr.’s 
Sociability, ridden by Mr. Lewis C. Mur- 
dock, Mr. William V. Griffen’s Good 
News, Dr. George A. Carden up, and 
owner-rider Mr. Luther Stothoff, Jr.’s 
Dave close behind. This order continued 
until shortly after entering Kean’s where 
Sociability and Dave, now third, closed 
on the leader. All three jumped the ninth 
fence together, Sociability getting the 
lead after the sharp right-handed turn in 
Mr| Jones’ field. Although Attu caught 
Sociability by the next fence the latter 
again pulled away, ever increasing his 
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lead to the finish. Dave finished second 
passing Attu who fell at the last fence 
but was remounted by Mr. Lovejoy to 
finish third. 

The day marked the first renewal of 
these races since the war and the entries, 
particularly in the children’s division, 
give testimony to the enthusiasm with 
which they were greeted.

in 1954 and 1956, won the final event, a 
race for steeplechasers on the flat. 

I. J. Collins had 2 winners in Herb’s 
Miss and Play Tiger, while Walter S. 
Horne’s Better Be Gay and Brandy- 
wine’s Dead End accounted for the re- 
maining races. 

Here We Go Again 

Rep. Harry M. Caudill, Whitesburg, an- 
nounced plans last week to introduce in 
the Kentucky House of Representatives 
a bill to re-apply pari-mutuel taxes to 
Keeneland. The tax on the non-profit 
Lexington course was removed just a 
few weeks ago in a move strongly sup- 
ported by Gov. A. B. “Happy” Chandler, 
who had pledged restoration of Keene- 
land’s traditional exemption during his 
election campaign. 

Almahurst Bull Named Grand Champion 

A bull exhibited by Henry H. Knight’s 
Almahurst Farm, Lexington, was named 
the Grand Champion of the recent Ken- 
tucky National Shorthorn Futurity Show 
and Sale at Bowling Green. The bull was 
sold for $1,053. — Frank Talmadge 


Phelps 
Unbeatable? ? 

Larry MacPhail, Bel Air, Md., race- 
horse owner, has wagered $28,000 that 
his 4-yr-old colt, Hafiz II, recently pur- 
chased from the Aga Khan is unbeatable. 
Martin Fabiani, through his agent Godol- 
phin Darley, has met that challenge by 
nominating his own 4-yr.-old colt, Klai- 
ron, for a match race of a mile, date and 
track to be decided. 

Hafiz Il, whose purchase price is not 
known but who is insured for $300,000, 
is by Nearco out of Double Rose. After 
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being unplaced in the Epsom Derby last 
year he won both the Champion Stakes 
and Queen Elizabeth II Stakes. Klairon, 
by Clairon, out of Kalmia, finished third 
in the English Guineas but won the 
French 2,000 Guineas. In the United 
Nations Handicap at Atlantic City in 
September, he finished third. 

Full Brother to Mellon Purchase Wins 

After her first produce Nearula had 
won the Two Thousand Guineas, it was 
only natural that the produce of the 
mare Respite should have attracted plen- 
ty of attention when consigned to the 
Doncaster Sales. 

Her second foal (1952) was a chestnut 
son of Fair Trial who was acquired for 
$44,000 on behalf of Paul Mellon. Given 
the name *Day of Grace, he unfortunate- 
ly met with a fatal accident soon after 
his arrival in the United States. 

In 1954 a bay own-brother to the Fair 
Trial colt was submitted by the Kildan- 
gan Stud and fell to the bid of Mr. Jack 
Gerber at $27,000. Named Drum Beat, he 
did not see a racecourse at 2, but started 
his three-year-old career in auspicious 
style by taking the John O’Gaunt Plate 
at Lincoln in a canter by four lengths 
from 20 opponents. 

After the race it was announced that 
he will probably contest the Two Thou- 
sand Guineas. At present there is still 
a long way to go to get back his original 
purchase price, for the Lincoln purse was 
only $400 dollars. 

This year Respite will have a yearling 
by Tulyar to come up at the sales.

The Lincolnshire Handicap, the first 
important race of the English flat race 
season, owes its popularity largely to 
the fact that it constitutes the first half 
of the “Spring Double’, to be followed 
three days later by the Grand National.

The winner was led in by blonde Miss 
Pat Davison, the trainer’s daughter, who 
herself “does” Three Star II and rides 
him in most of his works. Pat is “mad 
on horses” and spent the winter at C. V. 
Whitney’s Lexington, Ky. Stud in order 
to increase her knowledge, returning to 
Britain in time to get her horse ready 
for the big handicap. — P. T-C. 

First Win *Royal Charger Colt 

Last year 75 year old industrialist 
John Dunlop expended nearly $340,000 
at the yearling sales in Britain and Ire- 
land. 

As reported at the time in “The 
Chronicle”, one of his purchases was a 
member of the last British crop of *Roy- 
al Charger, Out of the Colombo mare 
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Zeylan, this chestnut colt was one of 
the cheaper lots, for he was obtained 
privately for $5,300. 

All Dunlop’s horses are trained by 
Charlie Rogers in Ireland, and the com- 
bination had the satisfaction of scoring 
a victory with the first horse to be sent 
over to England when the son of *Royal 
Charger, now called London Scottish, 
won the Croxteth Plate at. Liverpool. 

Reports of his good progress had prece- 
eded him across the Irish Sea, and he 
started at odds on, winning comfortably 
by two lengths. P. Tae. 

Square Dance Leaves for the States 

Mrs. V. G. Cardy’s Square Dance, 
which recently won the Triumph Hurdle 
has now left trainer F. Walwyn’s yard 
to be shipped to the United States. 

The well-bred chestnut son of Big 
Game and the Foxhunter mare Foxtrot 
won one race value $1,200 at 2, and was 
unbeaten in his two appearances over 
hurdles this season as a four-year-old - 
in fact it is perhaps not quite true to 
say that he was unbeaten, for he finished 
a head behind Solon Mern in the Tri- 
umph Hurdle but was awarded the race 
after an objection for bumping and bor- 
ing. P, T-C. 

Own-Brother to Panaslipper Wins 

Winner of the 104th Renewal of the 
Liverpool Spring Cup, a valuable bandi- 
cap run over a distance of just under 11 
furlongs, was Joseph McGrath’s five- 
year-old Sharragh. 

Bred by his owner, the son of Solar 
Slipper is a full-brother to Panaslipper 
who ran fourth in the Washington, D. C. 
International and who has recently been 
the subject of a reputed purchase by 
Neil McCarthy from the Irish National

But when Needles started 
to mave, I lost him and din’t see him 
again until he came down the stretch. It 
looked as if he was going away too which 
eugurs well for the Kentucky Derby since 
he will have another furlong to go at 
Churchill Downs. 

If he wins that, he will be the second 
sire, son, and grandson combination to 
turn the trick (Pensive, Ponder, and 
Needles). The first such combination was 
Reigh Count, Count Fleet, and Count 
Turf-

The exact date of the Ward Union 
Hunt-Fairyhouse meeting would be hard 
to fix. But records show that as far 
back as 1830, members of the Ward 
Hunt held point-to-point races in differ- 
ent districts of their country — Kilrue, 
the Ward, Ashbourne, and Old Fairy- 
house, all familiar names to those who 
have hunted with this pack.

After a great 
race Mr. Preston of Bellinter, Co. Meath, 
won on his mare Brunette. Peter Sim- 
ple was third. Peter Simple won the Liv- 
erpool Grand National in 1849 when 
owned by Mr. Mason, and again in 1853, 
when owned by Captain Little. From 
about 1860 the races were held on the

as the Fairyhouse Races. The principal 
race since 1870 is the Irish Grand Na- 
tional — in those days worth three hun- 
dred pounds, now two thousand pounds, 
in stakes, and a perpetual challenge cup 
presented by Mrs. J. J. Maher in mem- 
ory of her husband who bred so many 
good horses, including Manna, winner of 
the English Derby. Among the famous 
winners of this race was Ascetic Silver 
who went on to win the big event at 
Aintree in 1906. 

Up to 1933 the Irish National was run 
over a brush and bank course as were all 
the other races. Since then a _ brush 
course has been made. During the two 
day meeting some of the events are run 
over banks and others, including the 
National, over the brush. The Ward Hunt 
Cup, for members’ qualified hunters, 
has been won outright and replaced 
seven times since 1870. The last time, 
in 1935, Mr. Alex Craigie won three 
years in succession on his own horse 
Silloge Prince (by My Prince). 

People who went to Fairyhouse in 
1860 for their one day’s outing on Easter 
Monday would be astounded to see the 
up-to-date stands, totalisators, car parks, 
etc., that there are now. The course is 
in the most attractive setting. From the 
stands one can see some of the finest 
hunting country in County Meath, with 
a distant view of the Dublin Mountains. 
And one can be sure of good racing.

From our meet at Lamington on 
January 22nd, a large field enjoyed 
the first really good day of a thus far 
disappointing season. Fi nd ing very 
promptly behind Webster Todd’s barns 
our hare ran first up the river and then 
headed West. Leaving the Ogden White 
farm on their left hounds ran very fast 
along the side of Lower Pidcock covert 
and then turned down the river which 
they crossed below the Moseley house. 
In a wet ploughed field on the far side 
this first hare was lost after a very fast 
thirty minute run without a check. 

The cold line of a second hare was 
found near the Gubleman Farm barns 
We worked up to her in the cedar trees 
and a good run followed, retracing 
much of the line of the first hare of 
the day, back to the Wedster Todd barns 
Leaving these to the right this hare took 
us on to the Heaton’s Gate and thence 
left handed through part of Lower Pid- 
cock and on to the Ogden White Bridge 
where hounds were stopped well after 
dark after a very nice hour and twenty 
minutes. 

On February 5th from Gubleman’s 
Bridge, we scored another very good 
day. Our first hare was viewed away 
across the Island Farm Road by Jim 
Peale. Scent was screaming and hounds 
raced on across plough and manure and 
crossed the river, waist deep with cakes 
of ice floating by just below Mrs. 
Schley’s house. A check by the Lane 
Farm held us up for a few minutes 
but a circular cast forward put things 
right and our hare ran on to the river 
again just West of Rattlesnake Bridge. 
Held forward this time over the bridge, 
they hit it off on the far bank and ran 
South through the former Mettler place 
to “McHoes” and then right handed 
to the Somerville-Phillipsburg Two- 
Lane Highway. Running parallel to this 
they crossed the Mettler Lane and on 
to the back of the “Quincy Cabot” house. 
Here our hare turned back, recrossing 
the Mettler Road, and we lost her near 
the highway. To this point, we had run 
very nicely for almost two hours. A sec- 
ond hare or just possibly the first time 
fresh found, took us on a quick loop 
to the bridge South of Island Stock 
Farm where we called it a day. The 
hounds had been running almost con- 
tinuously from 2:45 to 6 o'clock. 

On both these good days, our whip- 
per-in, Miss Peggy Wemple and Joint 
Master, H Fales were in and out of 
each field with the hounds as usual 
the entire way. Others who enjoyed the 
best part of these runs included 
Messrs. Hull, Hall, Humphries, Queneau, 
Starrett and Laurence Apgar.—J.S.J

house. She ran right handed, skirting 
the upper covert, leaving the farm barns 
to her right, and ran on down to the 
river at the Moseley House. Continuing 
on a right handed loop this hare took us 
back to Upper Pidcock and ran the road 
out to the Gearhart House where she 
squatted. Fresh found she took us back 
on two quick loops through the upper 
covert and to a check on the road. We’d 
been running her an hour and twenty 
minutes. Tracks in the road showed that 
she’d headed back into the woods so we 
gave up and went South to draw in the 
open. 

Two hare were found late in the after- 
noon in Reeve Schley’s front field. The 
hunted one took us on a nice loop past 
Gubelman’s Cow Barns and Pond, 
through Cobb’s and we stopped hounds 
at dark headed back for the Island Farm. 

On February 26 meeting at 2:30 at the 
Foot of Long Lane, we found on Winfield 
Vliet’s inner farm and ran continuously 
till six — though not without changing 
at least once. The first jack took us to 
Spann’s, north along the river and back 
to Vliet’s. Continuing on a left handed 
circle he passed Mrs. St. George’s gate, 
out to Spann’s again, this time right 
handed opposite the Gibb’s, back to Win- 
field Vliet’s and up the hill where he 
was viewed across the road into Cedar 
Lane Farm. On a final loop the hounds 
ran West leaving the Johnson House to 
their left, continued on to the brook, 
turned north to the bull pen and then 
back to the Johnson Covert where we 
stopped them at dark. 

March 4th from Gurdon Wattles House, 
we found two hare again in the Island 
Farm front field.

The Euro- 
pean hare below the Pidcock Milk House 
was at home and went off like a steam 
engine. Heading north at first, she ran 
up the slot as if for Ogden White’s, took 
a left handed loop in Lower Pidcock 
Farm corner, and then ran straight to 
the river adjacent to Reeve Schley’s 
house, a point of some three miles. Turn- 
ing back here, she carried us through 
the Gubelman Cedars, down to the river, 
past the Moseley house, back along the 
South side of Upper Pidcock, out across 
Thoms and left handed to Durling’s 
where they ran out of scent at the road. 
Since it was almost dark and everyone 
was cooked, we called it a day and stag- 
gered home. — J. J.

The rules for 1956 have recently been 
drawn up by the Competition Sub-Com- 
mittee. In reviewing the rules, the prin- 
cipal points to note are: 

1. Dressage. Tests “Z’’ and “Y” to re- 
main basically unaltered. Ten marks to 
be allotted by the judges, at the end of 
the test, for “position and seat of the 
rider and correct application of the aids.” 

2. Cross Country. There are to be dif- 
ferent-sized fences for members and 
associates. 

For members: Maximum height of 
fences 3 ft. 3 ins. Maximum spread of 
fences 4 ft. 

For associates: At least half the fences 
in the course are to be raised by not 
more than 3 ins. Maximum spread, 5 ft. 

3. Show Jumping. Again, different- 
sized fences for members and associates. 

For members: Maximum height of 
fences 3 ft. 3 ins. Maximum spread of 
fences 4 ft. 

For associates: At least half the fences 
are to be raised by not more than 3 ins. 
Maximum spread 5 ft. 

In order to make more of a test of the 
show jumping phase, the number of fenc- 
es is increased from six to nine, of which 
number at least three are to be “spreads” 
and one a “double.” 

There has been a definite feeling that 
it is unfair that associates, mounted on 
horses, should compete on even terms 
with members mounted, possibly, on 13.2 
hand ponies. At the same time it is felt 
that associates keen enough to continue 
with the Pony Club should be given 
every encouragement to do so, and that 
opportunity should be given for them to 
represent their Branch in this type of 
competition, where their example and 
support can do much to bring on their 
younger team-mates. Various remedies

have been suggested, all of which pre- 
sent difficulties, and it is thought that 
the above provision — of altering the 
heights of the fences in phases 2 and 
3 — may have the required effect with- 
out creating too much difficulty for the 
Area Organisers.

Young Entry Horse Shows 








Southern Arizona 


The students and faculty of the South- 
ern Arizona School for Boys have staged 
an open horse show on the school polo 
field as a scholarship benefit each spring 
since 1949, but this was the first time 
entries were limited to the 18-and-under 
group. The results in good sportsman- 
ship, good riding, and good attendance 
were so gratifying that the headmaster, 
Capt. Russell B. Fairgrieve, has already 
announced that the series will continue 
as Junior Shows. 

The program was evenly divided be- 
tween flat-saddle and western events, 
with a pony class (equipment optional) 
for the 12-and-unders in the equitation 
division. Large classes and judging pro- 
longed by close competition carried the 
show into the evening and darkness can- 
celed the two final events. The full moon 
was well over the mountain when offi- 
cials put it up to the 11 entries in the 
fifteenth class whether or not they wish- 
ed to take their novice mounts over the 
darkening jumper course. 

The three top contenders for high- 
point honors were entered in the class: 
Joanne Smoot of Phoenix was in the lead 
with 22 points; John Walsh, Jr., SAS 
senior, had 19; and Sally Smith of Phoe- 
nix, champion of the 1955 show, had 18. 
Reflecting the spirit of sportsmanship 
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re SAND CASTLE, 


was the High Point Hunter Seat Equitation Rider of the Pacific Coast Hunter 
and Jumper Association for 1955- 
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that marked the entire show, Miss Smoot 
led the chorus of “ayes.” 

Walsh hand rode the SAS jumper 
Pecos around the course for a perfect 
performance. But Miss Smoot’s Lochin- 
var Laddie came through for second 
place to give her the championship. Miss 
Smith placed fourth on Warner Philips’

U.S. Team In Europe 


Three Easterners and one Kansan now 
officially comprise the U. S. Equestrian 
Team’s Prix des Nations jumping team 
competing in the Olympic Games at 
Stockholm, Sweden, June 10-17. Final 
selection was made of William Stein- 
kraus, captain; Hugh Wiley, Frank Cha- 
pot and Warren Wofford after several 
weeks of exhaustive tests. Riders and 
their mounts left New York by air 
April 2nd for Germany to continue their 
training abroad. 


Steinkraus, 30, of Westport, Conn., is 
a veteran of the 1952 U. S. Olympic 
Prix team which won third place at Hel- 
sinki, and was captain of the 1955 jump- 
ing team which represented the U. S. 
at the Pan American Games. Wiley, 29, 
of Towson, Md., on special leave from 
the Navy, is also a veteran of the 1955 
squad. Frank Chapot, 24, of Wallpack, 
N. J., a newcomer to the U. S. team, is 
on special leave from the Air Force. He 
has competed steadily in the National 
Horse Show in New York since 1946, 
winning the coveted Maclay in 1947. 
Wofford, 20, of Milford, Kan., another 
newcomer, is following in the footsteps 
of his father, the late Col. John W. Wof- 
ford, who was a member of the Olympic 
equine jumping teams when the U. S. 
Cavalry. was the source of riders and 
mounts. Warren will be in his junior 
year at the University of Wichita when 
he returns from the Olympics. 


A tentative list of the horses which have 
flown abroad are Night Owl, the proper- 
ty of William Steinkraus, and First Boy, 
the property of Samuel Magid of Merri- 


mic, N. Y., assigned to Steinkraus; Bel- 
air, the property of Frank Chapot and 
Defense, the property of Peggy Augus- 
tus, Cobham, Va., assigned to Chapot; 
Trail Guide, property of the U. S. E. T., 
and Master William, property of Mrs. 
Joshua Barney, Fairfield, Conn., assigned 
to Wiley; and Reno Kirk and Hollandia, 
the property of Mrs. J. B. Wofford, Mil- 
ford, Kan., assigned to Wofford. 


Also officially named as members of 
the American Olympic Three-Day Event 
team were Walter G. Staley, Jr., 23, Mexi- 
co, Mo., veteran of the 1952 Olympics 
and the 1955 Pan American Games 
where he was individual winner in this 
event; Maj. Jonathan R. Burton, 36, on 
leave from the Army at Fort Hood, Tex., 
who was a member of the Army’s Three- 
Day team which finished first at the 
1948 Olympics; William D. Haggard, III, 
28, Nashville, Tenn., who successfully 
competed in the Three-Day team elimin- 
ation trials at Metamora, Mich., in Sep- 
tember 1955; and Frank H. Duffy, 19, 
Birmingham, Mich., who was a teammate 
of Walter Staley’s in 1955 Pan Ameri- 
can Games, and who gained further hon- 
ors at Metamora last year. 


Maj. Robert J. Borg, 43, The Dalles, 
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Ore., who is America’s only Olympic 
dressage entry, is another veteran of the 
1948 U. S. Army Olympic team which 
finished second in dressage. As a re- 
serve officer, he competed in the ’52 
Olympics as a member of the civilian 
U. S. Equestrian Team and finished 
eighth in dressage. He was second in the 
Pan American Games last March. 


U.S.E.T. helnendees 


(Editor’s note: The following communi- 
cation, written by Samuel A. Bingham 
appeared in the Tryon (N. Car.) Daily 
Bulletin for March 20th.) 

Within a few days, perhaps before this 
letter is published, four young men will 
be selected who are to represent us in 
the Olympic Equestrian Games and in 
other European shows. Many factors will 
enter into this selection and the commit- 
tee must be having a difficult time. Not 
merely the scores made in the various 
competitions will govern decisions; it is 
not a matter of pure arithmetic. Ability, 
temperament, progress in training, prom- 
ise, and horses, all must be considered 
and evaluated. 

Whatever the selection is, we can be 
sure of one thing and that is that we will 
be represented by a team of which we 
may be proud, and that will command 
the respect of their competitors. Our 
team may not win; indeed it would be a 
miracle if they did, for they are going 
to be up against the greatest horsemen 
in the world, men of long experience 
on the continental type of courses, with 
years of training behind them, and many 
backed by their governments and provid- 
ed with almost unlimited funds for pro- 
curing horses and providing training. 
But whoever wins is going to have to 
fight for his laurels. We have proved 
that before and we can do it again. 

However, there is another side to the 
Olympic Games that we sometimes lose 
sight of. If they fully understand their 
mission — and I’m sure they do, these 
young men go abroad not only as ath- 
letes, but as ambassadors of good will, 
and in that field they are going to win 
hands down. I defy any nation on earth 
to produce a finer group than those we 
are sending on our equestrian teams. In 
the few weeks they have been with us 
they have by their conduct “captured” 
Tryon, and won for themselves a warm 
spot in the hearts of every man, woman, 
and child with whom they have come in 
contact. They will do the same abroad. 
They will make more friends for our 
country, which sadly needs friends in 
this troubled world, than all the dele- 
gations and ambassadors the State De- 
partment can send over.

Olympic Preparations 
In Germany

So far it has not been decided which 
riders and horses will be included in the 
final Olympic teams for Stockholm 
There is no doubt that the jumping team 
will include Herr Tiedemann with either 
Finale or Meteor, which won him the 
Olympic bronze medal at Helsinki in 
1952. Frau Lisenhoff with Adular and 
Frl. Weygand with Chronist are definite- 
ly going to be on the dressage team 
Both horses were on the 1952 Olympic 
team. Top candidate for the 3-day event 
team is Herr Rohde, who was also on the 
‘52 team. Besides Herr Tiedemann candi- 
dates for the jumping team are Herren 
von Buchwaldt, Alfons Lutge - Westhues 
and Schmidt. All these have been in 
training at the Olympic Training Centre 
in Warendorf under the supervision of 
Major Momm, who before the war help- 
ed the Hannover Cavalry school team win 
25 Nations Cups and has been chef d’- 
Equipe of the German team since last 
year. 

Whether Herr Winkler, who has won 
the world championship twice, will be a 
member of the team, has not yet been 
decided. There is some doubt whether 
he is eligible for the Olympic Games, as 
he worked for a short time after his re 
turn from a POW Camp in 1946 at an 
American riding stable as a stable hand 
in Kronberg. However, the German Na- 
tional Olympic Committee has decided 
recently that these activities did not 
make him a professional, as was assumed 
for some time.

Olympic Costs 





In view of much talk among horsemen 
about the costs of sending the U. S. 
Equestrian Team to the Olympic Games 
at Stockholm next June the following 
breakdown is interesting. It covers one 
“unit”, that is, one Olympic rider, two 
horses and pro-rata costs from home to 
Tryon, N. C.; from Tryon to Germany; 
from Germany to Stockholm and return: 

a) vanning charges for 2 horses an 
average of 2,500 miles in U. S. A., $600; 
b) Personal transportation of rider from 
home-Tryon-port embarkation, $250; c) 
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expenses allowance 6 months under 
USET training, $1,070; d) feeding, main 
taining, care and service for 2 horses, 
6 months, $500; e) pro-rata share salaries, 
shipping coach and stablemen — 6 
months, $1,300; f) pro-rata share of mov- 
ing abroad to Germany, $800; g) pro 
rata share RR and/or boat shipment to 
Stockholm, $460; h) pro-rata share Ad 
ministrative overhead and USET train 
ing operations 6 months, $1,020; total 
cost “one unit’, $6,000 

$100 contributed by 60 persons carries 
“one unit” from home (Jan. 1) to end of 
(;ames; $50 contributed by 16 persons 
defrays “one unit” share of air passage 
to Germany; $25 contributed by 20 per 
sons pays the cost of feeding and main 
taining 2 horses; $5.00 contributed by 
20,000 persons pays the cost of the en- 
tire USET 1956 operations.

REVIVAL OF WORLD'S OLDEST 
ENDOWED RACE 

The ancient race (known as ‘The Kip 
lingeotes Derby’) is the oldest endowed 
Turf event in the world. In recent years 
interest in it has waned, competitors 
and spectators both being very few in 
number. A few well-known Yorkshire 
sportsmen have determined to revive 
something of its status and will this 
year enter and run horses. The historic 
race was founded in 1619, the Newmar- 
ket Town Plate( next in seniority) was 
not endowed and established until 1666 
Long prior to 1616 there were races at 
Kiplingeotes, for when the ‘articles’ for 
the ‘in perpetuity’ race were drawn up 
the preamble to the 14 clauses and con- 
ditions read: 

“Articles to be observed and kept by 
those that run for the prize at the anci- 
ent course at Kipling Coates, within the 
East Riding of the County of York, and 
which shall yearly be rid the third 
Thursday in March. ” 

The course is over the old Roman road 
(mainly grass), winding 4 1-2 miles 
through five Wold parishes between 
Driffield & Market Weighton. The 
weight is 10st. or over and among the 
conditions read to starters is the cau- 
tion, “Every rider that leveth hold of any 
of the other riders or striketh any of 
them, shall win no prize”’.

DOES THE COTTONTAIL NEED THE 
WOODCHUCK? 

Can the rabbit survive without the 
woodchuck? This question has been 
debated by beaglers and conservationist 
for years, with the general feeling being 
that the more ‘chucks there are the 
more rabbits there’ll be, since the lat- 
ter find protection in the burrows of the 
former. Four years ago the Game Section 
of the Ohio Division of Wildlife began 
studies of woodchucks and cottontails 
penned together in 5-acre enclosures at 
the Woodbury Wildlife Area in Coshoc- 
ton County. The chucks were kept in- 
side the pens by a wire fence buried 


deep in the ground. They ate the good 
clover and grass and dug their dens 
freely throughout the enclosures. They 
produced young and, when winter came, 
went to sleep down deep in the earth. 
In other 5-acre pens there were no wood- 
chucks. Each spring five pairs of rabbits 
were counted. As many as 90 rabbits 
were taken from one 5-acre pen. The 
pen tops were not covered and hawks 
and owls carried out some rabbits. 

Did the pens with ‘chuck dens save 
more rabbits? No. The pens without 
woodchuck dens often produced more 
rabbits than those with them during 
the four years study.
